a week to ten days ahead of nor­ 
mal.

Back­ 
ground color is the best indicator 
of ripeness; look for a cream or 
white ground color and remember 
that peaches are like bananas in 
that they ripen to excellent des­ 
sert quality after they have been 
picked.

sticking. 
To keep fruit from rising to the 
top in the finished jam, stir the 
mixture gently at frequent inter­ 
vals for five minutes after taking 
it from the heat. Skin off any 
foam that appears on the surface. 
Ladle jam into hot glasses and 
fill to 4 inch from top. Cover at 
once w ith a thin layer of hot par­ 
affin. Store in a cool, dry place.

City of Rome, he was visited by. a c™ *> we would consider their 
friend Epaphroditus who came to 
him from the church in Philippi. 
The church in Philippi had col­ 
lected an offering and sent it to 
Paul that his sufferings might be 
alleviated. Paul was deeply moved 
by the concern and love they had 
shown for him. Without hesitation, 
he began to write the most’ inti­ 
mate letter that came from his 
hand. There are several reasons 
why Paul loved the Philippian 
church so dearly. First of all, he 
had received a special call from 
God to go there to preach to them. 
This was also his very first ex­ 
perience on European soil. And 
then, too, we know this church 
was interested in Paul and in his 
work of proclaiming the gospel of 
J osh* Christ to other parts of the 
world. For these reasons. Paul 
writes this friendly thank you let­ 
ter to Hie people in appreciation 
of their remembrance. 
But as we study this letter rn a 
deeper degree, we find that Paul’s 
concern is not only in expressing 
appreciation to the people, but 
somehow, 
somewhere, 
he 
had 
learned, to his deep sorrow, that 
this church he loved so much was 
in danger of going to pieces. It

your neighbor as yourself” im­ 
plies that you think something of 
yourself, hut at the same time, 
that you love others with the same 
concern, the same devotion, and 
with the same responsibility. They 
contain that same element of truth 


This idea, I believe, would sug­ 
gest that we should take a good 
long look at ourselves. We should 
look at ourselves to study our re­ 
lationship with the persons next 
to us. When we do this, we be­ 
come more involved in the inter­ 
ests and concerns of others. It is 
like pouring out one’s life for an­ 
other, Jesus, you know, poured 
out His life, He emptied Himself, 
taking the form of a servant, and 
became obedient unto death, even 
death on the cross. So long as we 
stand back pointing our fingers

as do those of Paul, “ let each of we are willing to blame others, 
you look not only to his own in- we will create disturbances.
